The Controversy, 


Over Cigarettes 


and Lung Cancer 


Today's topic is not a pleasant 


one, but its 
discussion is the duty 


of any newspaper which aims 
to 


keep

readers informed

The December issue of Harper's 


magazine published an article 
by 


Leonard 
Engel, an exoeriencer 


medical 
writer, 
summing 
up 


evidence on both sides of the ques- 
tion as to whether or not tobacco- 
smoking is 
the cause of a world- 


wide increase in lung cancer. 


There is an actual increase 
in 


the 
prevalence of luiiH cancer 


not merely 
the 
result 
of more 


thorough 
diagnosis, but a factual 


increase. 


Nevertheless 
Mr. 
Engel opens 


his 
article with 
the 
example, 


already familiar to laymen, of the 
crack 
hospital 
surgeon who du 


tifully reads the medical reports — 
but personally goes right on smok- 
ing. 


The facts 
which • started 
this 


controversy were dug up by the 
Anierican Cancer Society. As 
Mr. 


Effgel tells it, the ACS went over 
the medical records of 200,000 white 
men, oC 
whom 
107,822 smoked 


cigarettes regularly. It found that 
while cigars and pipes had little 
effect on the 
death rate of the 


whole group, the death-rate among 
cigarette-smokers was 52% higher 
than among those who didn't smoke 
at all. And, specifically, 
of 3,002 


deaths among 
cigarette-smokers 


143 were attributed, to lung cancer 
th^jc times as high 
as the rate, 


among non-smokers. 


Similar figures 
were produced 


in a study conducted by the British 
Medical 
Research 
Council, 
Mr. 


Engel continues. 


This news has already been head- 


lined, and is the cornerstone of the 
current controversy. 


For controversy there is. That tbr> 


evidence is inconclusive is the main 
theme 
of Mr. Engel's 
piece in

There is an actual increase

increase. 


Nevertheless 
Mr. 
Engel opens 


his 
article with 
the 
example, 


already familiar to laymen, of the 
crack 
hospital 
surgeon who du 


tifully reads the medical reports — 
but personally goes right on smok- 
ing. 


The facts 
which • started 
this 


controversy were dug up by the 
Anierican Cancer Society. As 
Mr. 


Effgel tells it, the ACS went over 
the medical records of 200,000 white 
men, oC 
whom 
107,822 smoked 


cigarettes regularly. It found that 
while cigars and pipes had little 
effect on the 
death rate of the 


whole group, the death-rate among 
cigarette-smokers was 52% higher 
than among those who didn't smoke 
at all. And, specifically, 
of 3,002 


deaths among 
cigarette-smokers 


143 were attributed, to lung cancer 
th^jc times as high 
as the rate, 


among non-smokers. 


Similar figures 
were produced 


in a study conducted by the British 
Medical 
Research 
Council, 
Mr. 


Engel continues.

lined, and is the cornerstone of the 
current controversy.

The Controversy, 


Over Cigarettes 


and Lung Cancer 


Today's topic is not a pleasant 


one, but its 
discussion is the duty 


of any newspaper which aims 
to 


keep 
its 
readers informed 
on 


etmroversial subjects. 


The December issue of Harper's 


magazine published an article 
by 


Leonard 
Engel, an exoeriencer 


medical 
writer, 
summing 
up 


evidence on both sides of the ques- 
tion as to whether or not tobacco- 
smoking is 
the cause of a world- 


wide increase in lung cancer. 


There is an actual increase 
in 


the 
prevalence of luiiH cancer 


not merely 
the 
result 
of more 


thorough 
diagnosis, but a factual 


increase. 


Nevertheless 
Mr. 
Engel opens 


his 
article with 
the 
example, 


already familiar to laymen, of the 
crack 
hospital 
surgeon who du 


tifully reads the medical reports — 
but personally goes right on smok- 
ing. 


The facts 
which • started 
this 


controversy were dug up by the 
Anierican Cancer Society. As 
Mr. 


Effgel tells it, the ACS went over 
the medical records of 200,000 white 
men, oC 
whom 
107,822 smoked 


cigarettes regularly. It found that 
while cigars and pipes had little 
effect on the 
death rate of the 


whole group, the death-rate among 
cigarette-smokers was 52% higher 
than among those who didn't smoke 
at all. And, specifically, 
of 3,002 


deaths among 
cigarette-smokers 


143 were attributed, to lung cancer 
th^jc times as high 
as the rate, 


among non-smokers. 


Similar figures 
were produced 


in a study conducted by the British 
Medical 
Research 
Council, 
Mr. 


Engel continues. 


This news has already been head- 


lined, and is the cornerstone of the 
current controversy. 


For controversy there is. That tbr> 


evidence is inconclusive is the main 
theme 
of Mr. Engel's

There is an actual increase

increase. 


Nevertheless 
Mr. 
Engel opens 


his 
article with 
the 
example, 


already familiar to laymen, of the 
crack 
hospital 
surgeon who du 


tifully reads the medical reports — 
but personally goes right on smok- 
ing. 


The facts 
which • started 
this 


controversy were dug up by the 
Anierican Cancer Society. As 
Mr. 


Effgel tells it, the ACS went over 
the medical records of 200,000 white 
men, oC 
whom 
107,822 smoked 


cigarettes regularly. It found that 
while cigars and pipes had little 
effect on the 
death rate of the 


whole group, the death-rate among 
cigarette-smokers was 52% higher 
than among those who didn't smoke 
at all. And, specifically, 
of 3,002 


deaths among 
cigarette-smokers 


143 were attributed, to lung cancer 
th^jc times as high 
as the rate, 


among non-smokers. 


Similar figures 
were produced 


in a study conducted by the British 
Medical 
Research 
Council, 
Mr. 


Engel continues.

lined, and is the cornerstone of the 
current controversy.

The Controversy, 


Over Cigarettes 


and Lung Cancer 


Today's topic is not a pleasant 


one, but its 
discussion is the duty 


of any newspaper which aims 
to 


keep 
its 
readers informed 
on 


etmroversial subjects. 


The December issue of Harper's 


magazine published an article 
by 


Leonard 
Engel, an exoeriencer 


medical 
writer, 
summing 
up 


evidence on both sides of the ques- 
tion as to whether or not tobacco- 
smoking is 
the cause of a world- 


wide increase in lung cancer. 


There is an actual increase 
in 


the 
prevalence of luiiH cancer 


not merely 
the 
result 
of more 


thorough 
diagnosis, but a factual 


increase. 


Nevertheless 
Mr. 
Engel opens 


his 
article with 
the 
example, 


already familiar to laymen, of the 
crack 
hospital 
surgeon who du 


tifully reads the medical reports — 
but personally goes right on smok- 
ing. 


The facts 
which • started 
this 


controversy were dug up by the 
Anierican Cancer Society. As 
Mr. 


Effgel tells it, the ACS went over 
the medical records of 200,000 white 
men, oC 
whom 
107,822 smoked 


cigarettes regularly. It found that 
while cigars and pipes had little 
effect on the 
death rate of the 


whole group, the death-rate among 
cigarette-smokers was 52% higher 
than among those who didn't smoke 
at all. And, specifically, 
of 3,002 


deaths among 
cigarette-smokers 


143 were attributed, to lung cancer 
th^jc times as high 
as the rate, 


among non-smokers. 


Similar figures 
were produced 


in a study conducted by the British 
Medical 
Research 
Council, 
Mr. 


Engel continues. 


This news has already been head- 


lined, and is the cornerstone of the 
current controversy. 


For controversy there is. That tbr> 


evidence is inconclusive is the main 
theme 
of Mr. Engel's
